Applicants to submit corrected drawings (as "replacement sheets"). In response, on 
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June 28, 2004, Applicants submitted a submission of replacement drawings for Figs. 1-

Upon further review, Applicants noticed that the replacement drawing sheets 
submitted on June 28, 2004, did not include some of the changes as set forth in 
Applicant's Request for Approval of Drawing Change dated February 19, 2004. 
Specifically, amendments directed to changing certain broken lines into solid lines and 
certain solid lines into broken lines on Fig. 2 were not included on the replacement 
drawing sheets submitted on June 28, 2004. In particular, lines of vias 15, 18, 23, and 
32 were corrected from a solid line to a broken line or vice versa to properly represent 
portions that are visible and invisible. Applicants also submit a Supplemental 
Submission of Replacement Sheets herewith. 

Applicants respectfully request deferral of issuance of the above-captioned case 
for a period of time in order for the Examiner to consider, approve, and incorporate the 
supplemental replacement sheets into the patent to be issued.
